1936, booooa the wife of Mlohaal Hatwijenytach KCRZHAH. The aarrlage 

took place in Lvov, Ukraine. 

2* Approximately ton a oaths after the marriage, Michael M* lORZHAH was 
■nes ted nfittocod to 12 years impris o n m e nt by the Polish Police for bis 
activities in the OUH. Several months subsequent to his imprisonment, he 
learned that Ma rianna had become promiscuous with an old acquaintance of his* 
Mord of her unfaithfulness dealt Subject a terrific blow and resulted in his 
exiting Marianna, permitting her a free hand in a divorce. She did not taka 
advantage of his offer. 

3. In September 193?, Subject was released from prison during the Oei> 
man attack on Poland. From the date of bis incarceration until early 1940, 
Subject did not see his wife. However, through a close friend (who actually 
knew nothing of the couple* s then existing relationship), they were reunited* 
Rather than provide a public scandal, Michael decided in favor of a superfic- 
ial reconciliation, l.e., they lived in the sane house together. 

4* In June 1941, Michael was sent to the front lines. Ouring his ab- 
sence, his wife, once again took up with another lover and in 1944, she fled 
with a German officer to Slovakia and later to Vienna, From aid-1944, until 
her recant appearance (July 1954) , Michael had no contact or news from <xr 
about Marianna whatsoever.

In January 1945, Michael was transferred to Prague, Caechoslovakla, with 
a component of the German Amy, however, the entire unit fled to Austria when 
s revolt threatened their occupation* This occurred In April 1945* Included 
In this fleeing group was one Irena Yaroslava BIHUS . Rather than let Irena 
go It alone in Austria, it was decided by the unit to issue her military docu- 
ments under the name I rerf^ Jaroslava KORZiiltf* Upon arriving in Austria, she 
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registered with the authorities with the above hum and as Michael's wife. 

Since that time, aha has us ad this nans. Subject obtained an Austrian Kenrikarte. 
and In 1947, she went with Michael to Oer*any, where a German iennkarte was la- 
sued her under the same false name, tiers It is noted that the Austrian govern- 
ment Issued her the Kannkarte on toe basis of registration with the Police with- 
out requiring the presentation of any document* In this instance* no false doc- 
uments were employed in order to obtain the agaokarte * The first falsification 
of documents took place In Munich In 19 5c, when Michael presented IkO with a 
false marriage certificate in regard to an alleged marriage in Krakow. Later, 
a copy of this false marriage certificate was given to the German police in 
Mulch during October 195>2, when a Helaeauswels was Issued to Irena.

1. Irena BIHU3 and Michael KOR&IAS have already informed the Geraan court 
that Irena's documents were falsified, and the court has already instructed the 
Qerman police to make appropriate ame n dm en ts and issue new documents. After 
Irena la newly documented, Michael will apply for a divorce from Marianna. Af- 
ter the receipt of her new documents, Irena BIHUS will attempt (through normal 
procedure; to emigrate to the United States or Canada. Both Irena and Michael 
are aware that Irena was accorded special consideration in regard to her emigra- 
tion to the United States under Public Law Up only by virtue of the fact that 
she was Michael's wife, and tnat the provision of special consideration has be- 
come invalid In light of recent revelations. 

2* Efforts are now In progress by all parties concerned to normalise 
Michael KCRZHAK's status. These efforts are based on the following preferences 
by the three Individuals involved. 

a. Marianna bliiabeth IQ&ZiAH desires a divorce from Michael SCftZHAM 
and to emigrate to tne United States. She wishes to mark time In West 

. Germany as a German citizen, not as a stateless foreigner, which would be 
the case were aha to remain married. 

b. Irena Yaroslava HI HIS wishes to acquire new, valid documentation 
In her true name and disassociate herself in all ways from Michael KGRZHAN • 
She also desires to emigrate to the United States or Canada. 

c. Michael XUhZoAh wishes to rid himself of both woman*
